HOW CONWAY I DIED. 


How Mr. Hugh Conway met his 
death was told to the “China 
Mail" man -by the Chinese quar- 
termaster.’ 

As soon as the first pirates ap- 
peared, Mr, Conway who was 
strolling on the starboard side of 
the bridge deck and was at that 
moment nimoat abreast of | the 
quartermastcr, made a dash to- 
-Wards his cabin to get his re- 
volver. 

One of the pirates promptly 
fired a shot at Mr. Conway which, 
struck him on the left cheek. 
Mr. Conway went into his cabin, 
and although badly injured, came 
out on deck again with a revolver 
in his hand, 

Several of the pirates who had 
by this time got inside the grille 
and armour plating fired at nim 
point blank «at a range 
of . not more than five 
feet... One of the pirates fired 
with a Winchester rifle dropped 
by the Indian Guard ‘who was hit 
at the top of the companion way. 
This bullet entered the ‘middle of. 
Mr. Conway's chest about five 

- inches below the throat. Simul- 
taneausly, Mr. Conway was hit on 
the right thigh. Mr. Conway

OFFICERS’ STORY. 


Mr. Conway’ Shot Early i in the 
Affair. 

The determined resistance put 

oy by the two foreign officers 
who remained, prevented the ship 
from falling into the hands of 
pirates, 

The third European, Mr. Hugh 
Conway, Chief Officer of the ship, 
did not have a chance to put up 
much of a fight, being shot dead 
early in the affair. 
| The.“San Nam Hoi” is owned 
by the Fat Hing S.S. Co. of No. 
144, Des Vaux Road West. She 
left Hong Kong for Kongmoon on 
Monday night, arriving at Pakkai 
without incident, . 

At 9 o'clock vesterday morn- 
ing, she left Pakkai bound for 
. Kamehuk and Kowkong, further 

up: the West River,’ before pro- 
ceeding on the return’ voyage to; 
‘Hong Kong. ‘The pirates. ue 
must have boarded the ship 
Pekkai, started to attack . ihe 
bridge a quarter of an hour after 
the “San Nam Hoi” had left Pak- 
kai and was off the little village of 
Wongchuen. . 

The story of the attack was ‘told 
to a:‘“China Mail” man. by Mr. 
M.'F. Houghton, thd -chief En- 
gineer.
